Branded as spy, 


man suing CIA

Two weeks ago. a nr at 
bungalow on a quiel street 
In Rexdale was pelted willi 
eggs. 

Shortly before, a picture 
window wa* shattered in the 
night and the tires- on a car 
In the drive were slashed. 

The telephone rings at all 
hours. When Eerik Heine, 
<R, owner of the house, 
answers, there is heavy 
breathing, obscenities and 
threats against him and his 
family. 

There's really no point In 
him having a telephone. He 
can't make any important 
calls on It because he’s con- 
vinced there’s a wiretap on 
ft somewhere. 

His lawyers in the U.S. 
Agree. with him. They have 
warned him never to phone 
them or write. They say 
their phone calls and letters 
we probably under surveil- 
lance, too. 

Heine, an Estonian-horn 
Canadian who has devoled 
hij' life to fighting Commu- 
nism, has been branded as 
a Moscow agent by The U.S. 
Central Intelligence. Agen- 
cy. ' . . 

j He has pressed a slander 
suit against’the CIA and its 
agent, Juri Raus, , lor the 
past .six years, claiming 
JllthOOO in damages. 

Raus,, commander of the. 
Legion of Estoniad Libera- 
tion, spread word through 
North . America’s Estonian 
groups , '.that. Heine was a 
KBG (Russian secret po- 
lice) agent. Richard Helms, 
CIA deputy director, swore 
before a 'Maryland court- 
that the accusation was . 
based on CIA sources. 

But Heine is undaunted. 

"I’m still a target, for 
every kind, of smear, he 
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said. "There's rumor; . . . 

I hat fm drinking heavily, 
Ibat I’m beating my wife. 
They've even said I'm; 
breaking down under the- 
atres,;." 

■ He smiled. In a palnf- 
spaltcred T-shirt, he looked 
fit and ready for fight for 
another six years. The In- 
terview Interrupted him in 
the middle of a minor re- 
pair to his house. 

"You see — I know I’m 
right, 1 have r.?ver been 
and never will be a Soviet 
agent, 

"I still see the CIA and 
the Uniled States a’s the 
strongest force against an 
enemy 1 have fought all my 
life." he said. "I wish this 
could be settled some other 
way.’’ 

He is convinced that both 
he and the CIA are the los- 
ers in this dispute. The Bus-', 
sian KGB ’ is the only win- 
ner, regardless of how the 
lawsuit ends. 

In 196,1, he wa; known es 
■a violent. anti-Communist, a 
man who lectured across 
North America on fhe evils 
of the Red menace, showing, 
a film on Estonian guerrilla 
be had made himself at 
great expense. 

Within months, the ru- 
mors and whisper; started 
by Ka us destroyed him in 
the Estonian community. ‘ 

• "It was a real shock for 
my feilow-Estordans.'' he 


mused. ,'Tri say 90 percent 
oi 'them believed it.” ’ 


But the "worst Is over, he 
said. "They .are coming 
hack. Less than half of 
them . still believe the lies 
about aiE." 


He js convinced the at- 
tack on him I* based on 
false information fed to the 
CIA Ihrongh Infiltrators or 
double agents by Russia. 
"The CIA i\ being taken ior 
a sucker." 

Without changing hlj-lev- 
el tone, h? remarked be is 
convinced he is still under 
surveillance by the CIA — 
possibly by telephone taps 
or olher electronic equip- 
ment. • ■ /

phone on his desk.

He spent nine years In ■ 1 
Soviet- prison camps tor j 
fighting the Communists in l 
Europe. ‘ 

He’s still fighting here. • 
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
